Barnes envisions a new kind of learning system for the 
future. Based on ideas developed for the Minnesota Kxperi- 
mental City projeet, the system operates on a number of 
assumpti«>ns that distinguish it from current systems. For in- 
stance, it considers that teaching what is known is training anc' 
is a teachereentered activity, whereas learning is a learner- 
centered process in which the learner deals with the unknow i. 

The s\ stem also seeks to redefine when learning takes place 
(throughout life), where (everywhere in the community), and 
who can help a person learn (everyone). This is a suggestion 
for an entirely new way of looking at learning and teaching 
rather than a pr€i|H)saI for changing the current methods.

In this explc^ratory paper Burdin projects present trends 
and capal>ilities into the future ami suggests their implicaticms 
for education. I he main hody «)f the paper is made up of 18 
charts, each focusing on a societal trend and examining con- 
sequences, eciucational outcomes, impact on school personnel, 
impact (Ml prep.iration programs, and illustrative responses. 
Ihese c harts show t oncretely the impact of social changes on 
teachers and te.u her irainers. 

In his synthesizing discussicm Burdin makes the point that 
we cannot IcMVe the future to random experimentation or to 
c hance. He is ccniccTued that reactions to change be consistent 
with democratic values and processes.

Debenham is careful to emphasize that the game 
does not attempt to predict real educational developments of 
the future or their impact on society, but is used as a tool for 
stretching the imagination of the players* 

The game focuses on the interplay of five basic elements: 
district innovation planning committees, general proposals for 
change in the educational system, general classes of social de- 
velopments, sociopolitical groups representing alternative view- 
points, and social indicators of satisfaction with the educational 
system.

Four methods of futures forecasting extrapolation* 
the Delphi technique* simulation* and scenario speculation 
are described. Meinert gives examples of the techniques and 
raises questions about the drawbacks and limitati<ins inherent 
in each technique.
